An Englishman's View. 


la a recent address before the Angus 


Agricultural Society of Scotland, Mr. Bar- 
clay, M. P., said: 


Some years ago pleuro got a eoneiderable 


lold in tha United States of America, and, 
in consequence, the 
Government—very 


properly, he thought—took steps to have 
the importation of cattle from the United 
States prohibited for a time. The United 
States felt that that was a limit and em- 
bargo on their trade, and they also rec- 
ognized the great risk to their own herds 
from the spread of the disease; and for 
the last two or three years the Govern- 
ment of that oonntry, supported generally 
by the States' Governments, had been tak- 
ing very active measures for the eradica- 
tion of plenro, and these measures had, he 
was glad to think, been nearly successful. 
A communication which he had had from 
the Minister of Agriculture for the United 
States, 
informed him that for several 


months there had been no case of plenro 
in that 
country, and that for twelve 


months previously it had been limited to 
a very narrow section of the country. 
It 


was evident, however, that there were two 
classes of farmers who possessed separate 
interests in the matter. 
There were the 


breeders of cattle—those who owned the 
valuable and handsome animals that were 
seen in the showyard that day, and those 
who were naturally jealous of the import- 
ation of foreign cattle, incase it should in- 
troduce disease amongst their herds. That 
was a natural and very legitimate feeling, 
and one to which full effect ought to be 
given. Ou the other hand, the breeders 
of cattle—those who wanted to buy chenp 
otores—desired to havs the widest market 
possible, and were anxious to have a 
chance to get cheap store cattle from the 
United States, 
On the other hand, the 


breeder 
was 
entitled 
to say, yon 


are cot to bring any diseased cat- 
tle into this country; and on the other, the 
feeder might say, I demand in this free 
trade country to have a free market from 
which to buy my stoie cattle. If for twelve 
mouths there was no pleuro in the United 
States, and if the inspectors who examined 
the fat cattle brought into this country 
from abroad found no trace of disease 
amongst them, bethought that the breeders 
ought to be satisfied that there was no 
practical risk under continued supervision 
and inspection from the importation of 
store cattle from the Tiuted States, and 
that the Minister of ^ricnltnre might 
then, with justice to all classes of the com- 
munity, permit the importation of such 
cattle from the States. There waa jost 
one point to which he would call the atten- 
tion of those gentlemen who were very 
anxious for tha importation of stores from 
the United States, and that was that if 
store cattle were imported free and without 
any risk or restriction, the same law must 
apply to fat cattle, so that they might then 
expect that fat cattle from tho States would 
be shown at the different markets all over 
the country, and so possibly prove still 
more formidable competitors than they 
had been in the past,

The Model Cow. 


The characteristics of a guod useful cow 


were thus particulmly set forth by Secre- 
tary Batohelder, of Concord, N. H , in a 
recent address. 


"She should have a fine, long head; be 


broad bstween the eyes, the eyes should bo 
large and mild, the muzzle thin and nide, 
the ears thin and the inside covered with 
yellow skin; the fore-quarters light, the 
body wedge-shaped, increasing in size (o 
the rear, the logs flat with fine bones, the 
thighs thin, the bones of the rump set 
widely apart, the back broad and straight, 
the ribs and barrel round and well sprung, 
the tail long and fine, the udder large and 
full, extending well behind, and the large 
milk-veins under the belly should be full 
and tortuous. A fine horn, a detp yellow 
and a general feminine elegance of form 
are also good indications. A well shaped 
escutcheon on the back of the thighs and 
tinder will do no harm, but experience 
proves that some very excellent cows lack 
this characteristic." 


Qe further remarked, that 40 pounds of 


ensilage with eight pounds of bay, or 20 
pounds of dry barley or oat fodder, or hay, 
was about the requi«ite feed for a 1,000- 
pound cow, per day. An excellent grain 
ration for the production of milk in a 
1,000 pound cow, would b» four pounds of 
gluten or cottonseed men], two pounds of 
corn moal and two pounds of whtnt or rye 
bran. 


A cow that g'vei less thuu 3,000 quarts 


of milk, or makes Itsa (him 250 pounds of 
butter in a year, is unprofitable, and ytt 
(he average production is far below this. 
The average in New Hampshire is 150 
pounds. At present prices it coals 20 cents 
a day to keep a cow in the stable, as cowa 
are usually kept, 10 that the cow that gives 
seven quarts of milk a doy, that is sold for 
three cents a quart, is of very little benefit 
to her owner. Experience proves that a 
cow will yield a greatpr income by drop- 
ping her c.If bMweca Suptember und No- 
vember, or ia the Fall months, especially 
if she is turned out to grass in the Spring. 
The green feed stimulates anew the flow 
of milk, and prolongs the milking season. 
Calves, he said, 
could be grown on 


skimmed milk with a little bian or grain 
after they were two or three weeks, old. 
but a dissenter remarked that a flat-ribbed 
animal betrayed i!s scanty early feeding. 
A calf that ia fall fed on warm new milk 
will have a rotundity of form that the other
